Sec.  7.  The  directors  shall  annually  report  to  the  nirectore  to  re- 
Legislative  Assembly,  during  the  first  week  of  its  ses- P''f*'^""^8''J'' 
Bion,  the  condition  of  the  Penitentiary,  the  number  of 
convicts,  their  condition;  also  for  what  and  how  long 
they  were  sentenced,  specifying  how  many  are  territo- 
rial, the  fiscal  affairs,  and  all  the  avails  arising  from 
the  labor  of  convicts,  and  an  approximate  estimate  of 
the  means  necessary  to  defray  expenses  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Sec.  S.  The  warden  shall  receive  and  keep  all  per-  unty  of  ^varcv. n 
sons  duly  committed,  and  not  allow  them  to  hold  con- 
versation with  any  person,  except  in  his,  or  the  presence 
of  some  other  officer  in  charge,  and  see  that  the  sen- 
tence of  each  prisoner  is  properly  executed,  and  that 
they  be  diligently  employed  at  the  labor  assigned  them.

No  person  shall  communicate  or  deliver  to 
any  prisoner  any  writing,  message  or  package,  without 
the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  warden;  and  any 
person  so  offending,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  six  months, 
or  by  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  i-ecover- 
able  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  12.  Male  and  femile  prisoners  shall  not  be  kept 
in  the  same  room,  and  females  shall  be  under  the  su- 
pervision of  a  suitable  matron. 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  any  prisoner  escapes  from  cus- 
tody, the  warden  shall  use  all  due  diligence  for  his 
apprehension,  and  for  this  purpose,  may,  under  the 
instruction  of  the  directors,  offer  a  reward  for  his  arrest 
and  delivery  to  the  warden  of  the  Penitentiary. 

Sec.  14.  In  case  any  contagious  disease  break  out 
among  the  convicts,  or  in  case  of  fire,  or  other  casualty 
from  which  danger  may  be  apprehended,  the  warden 
may  remove  the  convicts  to  some  safe  and  convenient 
place,  there  to  remain  in  his  charge  until  said  danger 
is  past. 

Sec.  15.  No  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors  shall  be 
jjrought  into  the  Penitentiary,  for  the  use  of  any  pri- 
soner, unless  prescribed  for  his  health  by  a  physician: 
in  which  case  he  shall  specify  in  writing  to  the  warden, 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  liquor  to  be  furnished. 

Sec.  16.  The  warden  shall  have  power  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  his  official  capacity, 
in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  direct  all  persons 
employed  as  overseers,  guards,  assistants,  and  all 
minor  officers,  and  by  the  consent  of  the  directors,  to 
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appoint  a  deputy,  for  whose  official  acts  lie  is  respon- 
sible. 

Sec.  17.  The  clerk  shall  be  clerk  for  the  warden 
and  directors,  and  shall  record  all  precepts  by  which 
persons  are  committed,  and  keep  a  register  of  each  con- 
vict, his  name,  age,  place  of  birth,  particularly  describ- 
ing his  person  and  former  occupation,  and  shall  record 
tlie  time  for  which  he  was  sentenced,  and  all  contracts 
and  business  matters  deemed  essential  by  the  directors.  '

Your  Memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Ijegislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  beg  leave  respect- 
fully to  represent,  that  tlie  people  of  this  Territory  are 
Buffering  great  inconvenience  from  the  deficiency  of 
mail  facilities. 

Notwithstanding  the  route  leading  through  our  Terri- 
tory 13  the  most  central,  direct,  and  naturally  the  most

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important  route  across  the  continent,  there  is  only 
semi-monthly  service  thereon,  which  is  often  interrupted 
by  causes  which  might  easily  be  overcome. 

The  increase  of  population  and  the  growing  impor- 
tance of  the  various  settlements  along  the  route,  call 
loudly  for  immediate  relief. 

Therefore,  your  memorialists  respectfully  pi'ay  for 
the  establishment  of  daily  mail  service  from  Omaha, 
N.  T.,  or  some  other  eligible  point  on  the  ^.lissouri 
River,  to  San  Francisco,  California,  by  way  of  Great 
Salt  Lake  City. 

Your  early  attention  and  favorable  action  upon  this 
important  subject,  fi-aught  as  it  is  with  so  many  inter- 
ests to  the  welfare  of  ihe  Eepublic,  are  respectfully  de- 
sired; and  your  memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound,  will 
ever  pray.

Your  Memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  beg  leave  respectfully 
to  represent,  that  the  southern  counties  of  this  Terri- 
tory are  deprived  of  the  benefits  arising  from  mail 
communication,  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the 
Department  to  place  service  on  the  route  between 
Fillmore  and  Cedar  City,  a  distance  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  miles;  leaving  the  route  from  Ce- 
dar to  Santa  Clara,  on  which  service  has  been  placed 
without  connection  with  any  other  mail  route,  which 
renders  the  service  useless,  except  for  mere  neigbor- 
hood  communication;  believing  that  this  interruption  of 
mail  communication  between  northern  and  southern 
Utah,  arises  from  a  want  of  proper  information  being 
furnished  the  Department; 

We,  therefore,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  this  subject,  which  is  of  great  importance  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  southern  counties;  and  would 
recommend  that  semi-weekly  service  be  put  upon  the 
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route  from  Fillmore  to  Santa  Clara.     And  your  memo- 
rialists, as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

To  THE  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Kepresentatives  of  the  United  States: 

Your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
A.';sembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  beg  leave  respect- 
fully to  represent,  that  the  citizens  of  this  Territory 
have  been  subjected  to  many  difficulties,  privations, 
exposures,  and  dangers,  in  consequence  of  the  sterile 
nature  of  the  soil;  the  dry  and  claangeable  character 
of  the  climate;  the  destruction  of  their  crops  by  insects, 
frosts,  and  extreme  drouth;  the  great  difficulty  of  pro- 
curing timber  from  the  tops  of  the  mountains  and  trans- 
porting it  to  the  low  lands,  whicii  alone  can  be  irrigated 
or  cultivated;  their  exposure  to  Indian  hostilities,  and 
the  constant  losses  arising  from  Indian  robberies  and 
thefts,  and  the  great  distance  from  market;  all  these 
things  have  combined  to  render  the  early  settlers  in 
this  mountain  and  desert  region,  naturally  entitled  to 
that  encouragement  and  aid  which  have  so  liberally 
and  justly  been  extended  by  the  federal  Government 
to  the  inhabitants  of  Territories  much  more  favored 
by  nature  than  Utah. 

Therefore,  your  memorialists  respectfully  pray  your 
honorable  body  to  grant  unto  the  actual  settlers  in  this 
Territory,  such  donations  of  land  as  were  granted  to 
the  settlers  of  Oregon  TerritoiT,  by  the  provisions  of 
an  act  making  donations  of  land  to  settlers  in  that  Ter- 
ritory, approved  September  27,  1850. 

Your  favorable  action  upon  this  subject  will  make 
the  families  of  the  hardy  pioneers  of  the  desert  rejoice 
in  the  comfort  of  a  home,  and  your  petitioners  will 
ever  pray.
